A manufacturers’ tax of five cents 
on candy sold at a retail price of 50 
cents a pound or more; repeal of the 
provisions stipulating increase in tax 
rates on instirance premiums and sofi 
drinks; repeal of the provision taxing 
corporations $100 on each $1,000,000 
of capital stock above $2,000,000, and 
a number of other committee amend- 
ments were voted by the senate fi- 
nance committee Thursday afternoon, 
in the final day’s consideration of the 
general tax act. The act as amend 
ed will be recommended for passage 
in the upper house Friday morning, 


according to Chairman Mason. 
Debate Unrestricted. 


Although it had been expected that 
the house would reach a vote. on the 
various income tax bills, amendments 
and substitutes Thursday afternoon, 
it was decided at an executive meet- 
ing of the rules committee to allow 
unrestricted debate on the question, 
and to call for the vote at 11 o'clock 
‘Tuesday morning.

EFRMANS TO BURY = 
HATCHET IN NOTE 


Hanover, Germany, November 
Field Marshal Von Hindenburg made 
public today a manifesto deploring 
the recent disturbances in Munich, 
saying that in the troubles’ there 
“German brothers of equally patri- 
otic minds became enemies and 
caused a divided community, to the 
joy of our adversaries.” 
The field marshal urges reconcilia- 
ar hands across the graves of 
those who fell on both sides in firm 
faith in their good cause,” he said. 
“Our poor fatherland doubly needs 
unity in the present time of direct 
distress.” 


Tax on Candy. 
Senator Lankford, senate leader on 


taxation matters, offered the amend- 
ment providing for a tax of five cents 
a pound on each pound of candy that 
retails in the state for more than 50 
cents per pound. He explained that 
since the general assembly at its ses- 
sion last summer passed a measure 


piacing a tay on cigars and cigarettes, 
that candy also should bear its por- 
tion of the burden, since it was a 
luxury. Stamps similar to those that 
will be placed on cigars and cigarettes 
are to be provided by the comptroller- 
general’s department for candy pack- 
ages, the amendment provides. 

“While it is not the intention of 
this committe2 to raise additional 
revenue,” declared Senator Lankford, 
“I believe that candy should be taxed 
on the same basis as Cigars and cig- 
arettes, and revenues from this source 
would average around $100,000 an- 
nually. It is simply to equalize the 
burdens that I offer this amendment.” 

The committee shortly after con- 
vening in the afternoon voted almost 
unanimously to repeal the increase 
taxation on insurance premiums as 
voted by the house, which increased 
the former rate of 1 1-2 per cent on 
premiums to 2 per cent. Senator Phil- 
lips introduced this amendment which 
received the approval of practically 
every committee member.

Prophets Are.Silent. 


None of the political wizards around 
the reichstag profess to know just who 
or what would follow the Stresemann 
government, in the event it were turn- 
ed out of office. Much of the recent 
opposition to the chancellor appeared 
to have been nullified by the fearless 
character of his defense. 

“It seems to me that this is a 
parliamentary, rather than a cabinet 
‘erisis, and that presupposes that 
‘men and measures that will command 
|eonfidence are at hand,” the chancel- 
lor observed towards the eonclusion 
of his speech, and he added defiant- 
Iv: “If you have a better man for 
the job than I am bring him out.” 

Way Is Dark.

"TAIN’T IN THE BLOOD. 

¢ was our intention to string 
about a score of talks on the subject 
of veins, But I pause to inquire— 
what ‘is there in the veins to talk 
so much about? Well, { am frank 
to admit thaf so far as 1 can testify 
there's nothing in them but blood. So 
we'll have a little chat about blood. 
When discussing varicose veins we 
switched off onto the subject of heal- 
ing: u subject which was suggested 
by the remarks about varicose ulcers.

‘Thus, you see, we 
come soon or late to the subject we 
mean to talk about, whether ‘tis a 
taint or ’tain’t @ taint that -n-kes cuts 
end sores heal quickly in some per- 
sons and slowly or not at all in 
others. 

First, let us clear the ring of the 
cobwebs of superstition and misun- 
derstaning. Persons who have such a 
disease as syphilis, which certainly 
entails a taint in the blood or impure 
bloed, as a gereral rule show little or 
no rash or eruption about the face. 
On the other hand, persons with pim- 
ples and other skin troubles which. 
appear about the face genera'ty have 
clean, pure blood, so far as any tests | 
available today indicate. This mere 


statement of fact oyght to put out of 
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working rule, is far less likely to be 
associated wiih poison or impurity in 
the blood than an ordinary headache, 
a touch of alleged rheumatism, a little 
neuritis or a general tired feeling. 
The natura! healing process—like 
natural growth—goes o> at a certain 
rate which varies witb different tis- 
sues, but is uniform for the body as 
a whole: nothing we can do will 
hasten the healing rate, chough there 
are a thousand things folks can and 
do do that impede and delay the heal- 
ing process—for instance, «mearing 
a cut or sore with carrolig salve. 
Carbolic may destroy some germs, but 
it is more likely to desftoy the deli- 
cate young epithelial cells which are 
being produced by nature to replace 
the skin or mucous coverings. 
About every other antiseptic or 


| germicidal substance that may be ap- 


plied to a wound behaves similarly. 
Indeed, it is to be considered rather 
a misfortune when the use of an anti- 
septic er germicide is necessary, in 
the judgmenc of the phvrsician or 
surgeon, once the wound or uicer has 
been disinfected. sterilized or cleaned. 
Nine times out of ten the slow or de- 
layed healing which the victim of a 
wound or sore attributes to poor 
blood, is really due to the daily de- 
struction of delicate new tissue cells, 
the scaffolding erected by nature, by 
the ill-advised use of antiseptics or 
germicides. Scientific neglect, as I 
explained the other day, is the ideal 
management of wounds or sores, small 
or great; in the scientific or intelli-

The 
chances are that the butter was not of 
a quality to fit his requirements and 
certainly the quantity would rot be 
sufficient to supply any considerable 
part of his regular demand. 

Underlying Principles. 

There is not and never will be a 
_profitable market for baphazard small 
| quantities most of which do not match 
|up to standard market requirements. 
There would not be a profitable mar- 
ket for cotton produced and offered on 
the market in small quantities and un- 
der such conditions. 

There are certain underlying prin- 
ciples involved in this problem of di- 
)versified production and a market for 


same. Those principles must be met. 


They apply just as much to cotton as 
to any other commodity and the only 
reason there is a cotton gin and a 
cotton buyer in practically every 
Georgia town is the fact that there 
ie and has been community produc- 
tio. of cotton in sufficient volume 
to justify the commercial existence of 
both ginner and buyer. 

If cotton was only produced and 
offered in the limited way that bnt- 
ter was being offered in Meigs the 
other day there would not be any mar- 
ket for cotton.
